It should not endeavor to 
save a system of transportation 
that is more of a public nuisance 
than a public utility. 

“It is necessary to face the fact 
that the trolley car has nearly 
outlived its usefulness ‘and must 
soon go the way the horse car 
and the cable car. ‘ 

“The trolley car cannot give the 
public the transportation service 
required today. 

' The-trolley car is becoming a 
futility, not a utility. 

“It deiays, lingers and wits be- 
cause of its fixed position on the 
track. It wastes the time of its 
own passengers, and of persons in 
other vehicles. 

“Even if the New York trolley 
car system were something worth 
acquiring and maintaining, the 
cost of acquiring them would be 
prohibitive. 

“The transit commission esti- 
mates them to be worth $2z00,000,- 
000. The owners put the sum at 
$500,000,000. 

“This means that their purchase 
by the city would require an in- 
vestment of from four to ten times 
the amount required to install a 
motor bus system of twice the ca- 
pacity of the lines provided for in 
the plans submitted herewith. 

“Even if these lines were ac- 
quired by the city, an immediate 
outlay exceeding the entire capital 
cost of .the motor bus’ system 
would be necessary to put these 
lines in good working condition. 

“The result of such investment 
on the part of the city would be 
to continue for a time an ineffic- 
ient cumberscme, obstructive trol- 
ley operation, wheras the invest- 
ment of a littie of the sum re- 
quired for municipal trolley opera- 
tion would give to the people of 
this city a municipal bus system 
which would give real accommoda- 
tion to the public, at a five-cent 
fare, solve .the problem of traffic 
congestion of the streets, facilitate 
automobile and commercial traffic 
and earn for the taxpayers 16 per- 
cent on their investment.

PROFIT FOR COTTON FARMER 
SHOWN IN SURVEY OF 1925 


The 1925 cotton crop is expected to reach 15,603,000 bales, accord- 
ing to the annual summary of the industry by the Sears-Roebuck Agri- 
cultral Foundation, thus ranking 1925 in production with the crops - 
of 1911 and 1914. It is one of the three largest on record. The 1925 
income from cotton to the southern farmer will very nearly equal that 
of last year. As a whole, prices are lower than they were a year ago, 
but the general price level for the cotton belt as a whole will be main- 
tained at a fairly equal level and will produce a revenue for the far- 
mers because good yields are obtained all through the cotton belt with 
the exception of south and central Texas and the Piedmont areas of 
Georgia, and North and South Carolina. 


Part of the crop was damaged by weather conditions. There was 
no excessive. moisture during the growing season and not, as much 
jJamages as usual from the bol] weev!. 


Prices in New York ranged from 19.35 to 26.05 cents per hundred 
pounds. The movement into sich: of the 1925 crop was rapid during the 
months of September, October and November, reaching the high peak 
of 793,040 bales during the third week of October. 


It is generally expected that the entire crop will move into con- 
sumption at good prices and with a steady income to the southerr 
farmer, estimated at a total of $1,650,000,000.00 for both cotton anc 
zotton seed.
